H. 0. Peters, fireman on tho engine, 


said tha train was four minutes late. It 
was dua at Broadway at 7 :OS and arrived 
at 7:12.

Llie procodud amfcaduioiit.i to the new 


charter of the city of Los Angeles con- 
template restricting the expenditures of 
thu public school departmmit to a tux 
limitation "not to exceed 20 cants on 
each $.103 valuation upon tha assess- 
ment roll," With th > exercise of the 
same degroa of iconomy in the fchool 
de.iar moot at, is required of every other 
btdncl of the municipal government, 
this limitation will provide ninplo funds 
for the proper conduct of the public 
tichooli of clint city, 01 for that matter, 
In any othor city in tha fatal». 


Tbe charter of this city places the 


maximum 'imitation of tha tax for the 
school {and at "30 cents on each $100 
valuation

School Maintenance in Ivro Gitieft- 


The proj-Odod amendmonUj to tbe new 


charter ol the city of Lo-i Angolea con- 
template rostrictiuc tbe expenditures of 
tho public school department to a tnx 
limitation "not to exceed 20 cents on 
each $103 valuation upon thu asaeas- 
inunt roll," With tbe exercise of the 
earno degroe of oconomy in the cchool 
department ac is required of every othei 
branch of tbo municipal government, 
this limitation will provide ninplo fund* 
for thu proper conduct of the public 
tchool" of that city, or for that matter, 
in any other city in tho State. 


The chartor of this city places the 


maximum limitation of the tax for the 
school fund at "SO cents on each $100 
valuation upon the assessment roll," 
with the elastic extension to it that it 
"may bo increased to 40 cents by the 
consent of two-thirds of tbe Council." 
The limitation of tho tola! tax rate of 
tho city ior municipal purposes in fix-d 
at $1 on every $100 of the assessed valu- 
ation of property. Under the 40 csnt 
provision it is possible to eat aside two- 
fifths of tbe legitimate revenues of the 
city, with the consent of two-thirds of 
tbe Citv Council, for school purposes. 
Th i/\.»-ctol this liberal provision w»9 
• c. unable the department to obtain 
money throojrh the ordinary ch&nnols 
ol raising revenue for the purchase of 
school sites and the extension of school 
Licilitied by the enlargement of old 
schoolhouses or the erection of new 
buildings. This idea of the original 
charter trainers was found impracticable 
and it was found necessary to ruiae 
money by indirection—by bonding—to 
increase school accommodations.
